Senator Gray's vigorous speech was 


enlivened by a brisk coliloquy with 
Senator Hill. The exciting day's pro-

motion to adjourn over until Monday.

today, Hill made a vigorous speech 
•commending the President's tariff letter 
and said the time for the senate to yield 
IB now, before farther humiliation, em- 
barrasfiment and discord.

•of the President's letter the house can- 
not honorably retreat. The President 
cannot approve the senate bill after 
what he has said in this remarkable 
letter.

form npon which both could t-tand. The 
lion and lamb had at last lain down to- 
gether and were led as a little child by 
tbe ways and means committee.

Vest arraigned the President in scath- 


ing terms, and said: "Where did the 
President get the right to dictate to cou- 
greae, to denounce one branch to an- 
other? Did heembodv in his single be- 
ing all democracy? Mr. Cleveland is a 
big man, but the Democratic party ia 
bigger than any man. If the President 
could send here to his friends to stand 
firm he had a right to send his cabinet 
ministers here to coerce members in 
congress; he had a right to do as he had 
done during the fight over the repeal of 
tbe Sherman law, to puuish recalcitrant 
members of hie own party. I give it as 
my opinion," said Vest in conclusion, 
"that we will pass this bill or nothing." 
Vest said Hill's defense of the President 
reminded him of a case he once tried, 
when tbe defense made was that hia 
client waa to utterly depraved that he 
was incapable of the crime. The man 
waa acquitted, but in thanking him said 
be would rather receive a life sentence 
of imprisonment than be compelled to 
listen to such a defense.

The galleries were packed to the 
doors, and HO great was the interest in 
Gorman's speech that members of the 
house flocked to the senate, and the 
house being unable to hold a quorum ad 
iourned. The President was assailed 
with keenness and vigor by the leader ol 
his party on the floor of the senate. He 
defended the Fenate tariff bill and ita 
preparation, and charged that both 
Carlisle and Cleveland were not only 
aware of the concessions made in that 
bill to procure its passage through the 
senate, hut that Carlisle had been con- 
sulted at every step and Cleveland had 
sanctioned all that waa done. 


One by one he called Senators Vest, 


Jones and Harris as witnesses to the 
truth of his statements. Then having

the tariff bill.

upon the President was full of sensa- 
tional characterizations. He told how 
he had dared, when other men faltered, 
to walk with Cleveland through the 
filth and slime of the campaign of 1884 
how he and his colleagues had fouchl 
for tariff reform, when cowards'in 
Inch places would not show their 
hands.

A sad 
CAEO of drowning, in which 


Mra. Morphord, Misa Bessie Kirk wood 
And Miss Mamie Morton lost tli(-ir lives, 
occurred near V. B. Oobb's place iu the 
San Joaquin river about y o'clock last 
evening. Two others, Miss 01 lie Wil- 
liams and Mies Meddio Kates had a 
narrow escape from the same fate. The 
report of the ead affair was brought to 
this city JQ3t before midnight by K. W. 
Cole who came to notify the coroner and 
also to bring the terrible news to friends 
of the dead in Fresno. 


Yesterday Mra. Morton, aged about 


&U years, Miea Kirkwood, aged 16, Miss 
Morton, aged 18, accompanied by Miss 
Willtaiub unil Miss Kates, drove from 
Garfield to the Sau Joaquin to spend 
the day. Late in the afternoon they 
went in bathing. There are esnd bars 
in the river at that place, and in tlte 
present stage of freshet in the river 
theae bars are partly or entirely covered 
with water, tendering them dangerous 
for those who are not acquainted with 
the treacherous holes Unit, have been 
scooped out hero and there by the ed- 
dving currents. A perton often cannot 
bee these holes till in them and they are 
very deep. 


M iss Katefl, while wading along a bar, 


fell into one of these pits, anil finding 
herself in danger of droA-nin^ cried for 
help. The others, in a heroic manner, 
hurried to bur assistance, and one by 
one plunged into the deep water. 


There was a desperate struggle for 


life. They all clinched, as drowning 
peoplodoin the terrors of their situation. 
Misa Kates and Miss Williams suc- 
ceeded iu freeing themselves from the 
grasp of the others and reached the 
flhore. The others sank in the depths 
beyond. A portion of Mips Williams' 
hair was torn from her head in her 
struggle to escape. 


Mr. Cole with twenty 
men was 


threshing near by, and when the alarm 
was given they ran with all haste to the 
river with ropes and whatever they 
could lay thoir hands on, but they were 
too late to he of any service to the living. 


Boats were procured, and before dark 


the whole country for miles around was 
at the scene, dragging the river, and 
trying to find tne bodies. Two were re- 
co'vered. 
Mrs. Morphord's body was 


found on a snag in the river, 100 yards 
below the place where she was drowned. 
Misa Morton's body was discovered on a 
bar half A mile below. Although the 
search was continued the body of Miss 
Kirkwood had not yet been recovered at 
9 o'clock, when Mr". Cole left for Fresno. 
Men with lanterns, torches, boats and 
ropes weru atill at work, uud ready to 
continue the work all night, but there 
was doubt of their being able to recover 
the bodv before morning. The river is 
deep, and there are many pits and pools 
which cannot be lighted by torches. 


Coroner Stephens was notified at mid- 


night. 


Misa Kirbwood'B home is in Belmont

lived in Gar-Held, twelve miles northeast 
of i'resno, Miss Morton's borne is west 
of Fresno. 


Efforts were made to resuscitate the 


dead, but it was in vain. They bad 
been too long under water, and all life 
was extinct before assistance arrived.

SCHEDULE OP PRICES. 


Los Angeles Grape Growers Look- 


ing After Their Interests. 


In Loa Angeles last Saturday a meet- 


ing of the grape growers and wine mak- 
ers of the southern section was held in 
thf chamber of commerce to consider 
the question of the disposal of the grape 
crop of the coming season. 


It was stated that neither the grower 


nor the manufacturer was making any 
money and that an effort was being 
made by a number of capitalists in Sau 
Francisco to form a syndicate to buy up 
al! the grapes by contract, the contracts 
to hind the growers for ti^e years. 


Tlie terms of thu contrucl were read 


and a committee of five was appointed 
to consider the advisability of action on 
the proposition and make a schedule of 
prices that would be of some advantage 
to the grape growers. 


The committee reported that it favored, 


a schedule of price?, j»r ton, as follows : 
First year, Jf<J; second year, $10 50; 
third, fourth and tifth years, $14. Wine 
(sweet wine price)—First year, 23 cents 
per gallon; second year, yo cents per 
gallon; third, fourth aud tifth years, 35 
cents per gallon. 
The saccharine 


strength is to be 1'2 degrees, with a de- 
duction of 50 cents per ton for each de- 
gree below 22. The grapes are to be ac- 
cepted by the syndicate when ripe.

The liquor question is always a tick- 


lish subject on the eve of election where 
public 
oflicers 
are 
concerned 
but 


the board of supervisors AS A body have 
Bquarely faced the Sunday closing ditU- 
culty and have framed an ordinance 
which will make the way of the trans- 
gressor exceedingly hard hereafter. 


In the old ordinance there were sev- 


eral omissions and informalities and it 
waa not diilicult for a shrewd lawyer to 
place obstacles in the path of those 
who desired to enforce the Sunday clos- 
ing law. But the new ordinance has 
been very carefully weighed, framed and 
considered and when it is passed, which 
will bewithin three weeks.there is very 
little likelihood indeed of a successful 
evasion hy finding technical ilawa. 


The essential features of the- ordinance 


are aa follows: 


The board of supervisors expressly re- 


serves the right to revoke any license 
granted, upon the hearing of a verified 
Complaint tiled with tho board, on reas- 
onable notice to the respondent of the 
:ime and place fixed for the hearing; 
uid if it appears that the respondent 
:ia« violated any of the provisions oi the 
ordinance, or has violated any of the 
aws 
of 
the 
state, 
the 
license 


shall be revoked, his bond declared for- 
'eited, a penalty collected, and the of- 
ender shall be 'barred from obtaining 
my other licence under the ordinance. 
Nu license shall be granted to any per- 
son who eha'.l have attempted to evade 
any provision of the ordinance by pre- 
eudingthat his place of business ia a 
restaurant, or otherwise; nor shall such 
a license ever be granted where such an 
evasion has been attempted. 


Saloons and all places where liquor is 


sold are required to be closed between 
,he hours of midnight uud 5 a.m., and 
rom midnight on Saturday till 5 a.m. 
of Monday. The ordinance is very full 
tnd explicit on this point, and covers 
every possible loophole ut evasion. 
"No 


spirituous, vinous or malt or other in- 
.oxicating liquors shall be drunk there- 
n, or shall be sold, given away, dis- 
pensed or disposed of in auy way there- 
in, or shall be furnished to any person 
sr persons outside of aaid saloon or 
other place above specified, or in any 
compartment or amiex. thereof." 


When tbe ordinance, which is num- 


bered fifty-six, had been read by the 
clerk, Say.e moved its adoption, and 
Sutler seconded. Foster and Letcher 
voted with Sayre and Butler in favor of 
.lie motion, Wickersham being the only 
vote recorded in the negative. 


Thu amended ordinance will have to 


be published lifteen days, read a second 
Ume and passed before it can become a 
aw. 


There is no doubt whatever as to the 


disposition of the supervisors to get the 
question of. controlling Honor licenses 
out of the tangle in which it has become 
nvolved. The fact that forty-one liquor 
dealers succeeded in obtaining renewal 
of their licenses without the sanction of 
.lie board, baa caused no end of trouble. 
[u this matter Tax Collector Guard, act- 
ng under the implied sanction of the 
District Attorney and Supervisor But- 
er, renewed the licenses and thus vir- 
.ually passed on the fitness of the appli- 
cants, a prerogative vested exclusively 
in the entire board. 
The forty-cue 


dealers who hold these licenses have 
most of them been violating tbe Sunday 
ordinance right along, ever since thu 
organization known aa the League of 
Freedom determined to test the legality 
ot the old ordinance, known ao No. 5'2. 
But the board can take up their cases 
in August when the amended ordinance 
goes into effect, and petitions, for re- 
newal of their three months' licenses 
come before the board fur separate con- 
sideration. There will be no further 
chance of a side issue being raised by the 
action of the collector. 


Fifteen of the twenty-two liquor deal- 


ers who arc selling without a license are 
:o be prosecuted at once. The com- 
plaints have been drawn, and will be 
sworn today. So far, it has been fuund 
a difficult matter, with an election near 
at hand, to find responsible citizens 
ready or willing to swear to such com- 
plaints, and none of the minor oilice- 
lioldera usually relied on in such cases 
are hankering after a job whic.li may 
gravely imperil their chances for re- 
election. 


It is believed that the amended ordi- 


nance is quite explicit enough to bring 
within its limits the so-called "clubs" 
established in private rooms within 
close range of a saloon, and wherein 
Sunday gambling is carried on to a great 
extent, while dime-in-Uie-elot is relied 


pon 10 avoid the penalty for selling 


drinks. 


Surveyor Hoiie appeared before the

SMALL BULLET WOUNDS. 
CHINESE GAMBLERS. 


Upo* tbe HIUUM Body* 


The celebrated English surgeon, Pro- 


fessor Victor Horsley, read a very in- 
teresting paper oeforo the Royal insti- 
tution on tho effect of modi-ru small 
projectiles. In tho vour-w uf his remarks 
he said: "Some people ?cem to thiiik 
that a small bullet at u very high speed 
will pierce the tissues of tho body with- 
out doing much general damage. This 
however, is erroneous. Tho bullet hur- 
ries forward with it particles of the 
substance through which it is passiug. 
;md thus practically becomes a larger 
projectile. 
If a bullet bo fired through 


a book, it cats cut disks of increasing 
diameter :is it traverses tut* pages. 
Hence, too, it is plain that the greater 
tho sectional area the. greater tho dam- 
age. As to tho heating of tho bullet, it 
has certainly been, much exaggerated, 
and its effects, if indeed it has any, 
may bo safely wgkcted. 


''Tho physical constitution uf u body 


has a most important bearing upon th» 
behavior of a bullet entering it. 
Why 


does a bullet of certain size and travel- 
ing at a certain rato simply perforate 


10 substance.-!, such UA wood or iron, 


while in others, such as clay, brain, 
etc., it exorcisw a bursting aud disrup- 
tive action? Tho answer is quite sim- 
ple; the destructive effects vary direct- 
ly as tho viscosity of the body.

Those cork cells 
have their own special Hues of develop- 
ment, and this is tho reason wiry each 
kind nf tree icis its own particular bark. I 
Tho characteristics are so prominent 
that clever observers can select, different 
kinds of trees by their biu-k ovc* at 
luidniylii. 
As it. is the evident inten- 


tion of naruro to gnt rid of old bark, it 
is :i great help to the tree to assist na- 
ture iit this respect, and any WMSMPS or 
treatment which aids tho plaut iu get- 
ting rid uf it is a practical advantage.

The number of 
dnly qualified and registered medical 
women that havo been educated, eithei 
wholly or partially, at this institution 
is Iu7. 
Of thcKc nine have since died, 


but tho great majority of the- others arc 
in practice not only in England, but in 
other parts of the world, more especial- 
ly in India. Forty-oiio qualified women 
are also on tho register who have not 
been stndenis at the London school, 
making altogether a total approaching 
ucarly 200 women, who are fulfilling tho 
honorable duties of tho profession that 
they have chosen.—London Qneen.

TRIALS OF THE BOX OFFICE MAN AND

The ready response of the National 


iiuard of California to the call to arme 
in the recent nrikfe •= strictly in Hne 


e record of the organization dur* 
parit twenty-three years, as will 


appear from the following extracts from 
state documents covering that period. 


The organization of tlie militia waa by 


iii-t of the legislature in 1K61. The act 
of l$i>2 provided for the calling out of 
the entire body of the militia, if neces- 
sary to preserve the peace. In 18C4 a- 
sure military fund wad created by the 
levy of two dollars upon each male in* 
habitant oi the .-state twenty-one years 
of nge. and over, Indians excepted. Thfr 
statute oi Istto authorized the formation 
01 sixty companies to be known as "the- 
Xationu! (manl of California," but only 
forty companies were mustered. 


The first call tu arms rras in 1K71 


when one company each of the National 
guard and the Sunnier Light guard were 
ordered to Amador county 10 quell a- 
riot growing out of a collision between 
tlie Miners' League and the mill owners. 
A year later Indian depredations oc-- 
rimed in Siskiyou county, with much 
destruction of life and property. A eup- 
ply of uruis and ammunition waa pent 
to the citizens, but the trouble contin- 
ued in the northern counties during the 


terandin 1S73 two companies were- 


organized, one at Crescent City, Del 
Norte county and the other ut S'cutt 
Kiver, Siskiypu county. As eoon aa- 
these companies took the field for active 
service the uprising was suppressed with 
a promptitude that was surprising. 


In the month of February, 1876, a 
riuua lire occurred at t-an Queutin 


prison, and the escape of the prisoners, 
"iiimberin" over 1,000, eeemed inevit- 
,l»le. The Second brigade was hurried 
to Han Queutin and performed its duty 
admirably. Much state, property waa 
saved and the prisoners held "under 
jierfect control. 
In July of the eaum 


yeai theStocktoii Guard "was called out 
:o protect prisoners from mob violence. 
The great riots of 1877, which extended 
over almost the entire union, attained 


liiix proportions in California. The 


;hreatened release of prisoners en route 
iroiu Chico to Oroville waa prevented by 
palling out the Chico Guard, and when 
the crisis of the trouble waa reached 
in San Francisco and Oakland 
the 


itate troops responded loyally. 
The 


magnitude of the preparations required 
lor the preservation of order ie best 
gauged by tho fact that General Mc- 
Uomb obtained 10,000 rounds of am- 
munition for the Second brigade, Cap- 
tain 11 in let I 2,000 rounds for the Oak- 
land guard, and Captain Lebe. 1000- 
rounds for tbe Stockton guard. The 
riecomt brigade was increased by 5,000- 
voluntary enlistments in forty-eight 
lioura. It took just three days to re- 
store order, though the destruction ot 
property was great. There was a minor 
riot in July of the same year, which waa 
suppressed by some companies of the 
aecoud brigade.

The hospital has one great advantage 


to begin with. It has an abundance of 
air apace, and the thermometer ia al- 
ways three or four degrees below the 
range in Fresno city, two miles away. 
In the sheltered points of the building 
thft mercury stands aa low as 70 or 7o 
degreea when the- tlffuro ia 300 on tbe 
Btreetfl of Fresno. A splendid prospect 
and a fine breeze makes a sojourn in 
one of the hospital galleries absolutely 
enjoyable, aud aa curs run to and from 
the city twice an hour, passing within a 
couple of blocks of the hospital budd- 
ing, there ia no need of a team to make 
the trip. 
In every well regulated hospital spe- 


cial paina are taken to make the sur- 
roundings of tho patients ae free from 
revolting or terrilying associations aa 
possible. It is more than probable that 
a person unfamiliar with this fact would 
walk through ward after ward and ask 
where all the aick people were. And 
yet the people are sick, some of them 
irremediably 80. But most of them are 
entiling, buoyed up with hope—which 
ib better than' physic, and periorms the 
cures for which ihe physic so often gets 
tbe credit. Take, hope away from the 
patient, and the disease makes swift, 
deadly progress. The skilled physician 
kuowa this well, and when Dr. Maupin 
goes the rounda he has a smile and a

There 
will be no mistakes in the diet and 
nursing; he will not be worried to death 
by well meaning but unfriendly friends 
who seek to undo the doctor's work di- 
rectly his back is turned. In a conflict 
with disease rent, freedom from worry 
and domestic troubles, anil a rigid diet- 
ary are more than half the battle. 
Many a man and many a woman 
has been killed by eating the right 
thing at the wrong time, on the advice

which he is entitled in fact.

expected the militia would be kept in 
the iield, he said he was not in a posi- 
tion to answer, but thought they woult 
be ordered home in a few days.

Last year he de'ivered 050 u»iis 
of raisins and 1170 tons of second crop 
to a winery. He said: "The vineyards 
ire looking very well, but the crop will 
je late in my section.

WILL THE SENATE OBEY? 


If Not Thtrt Will be no Tariff 


Legislation by This Congress. 


From the S»Q Kitm-iico Chronicle. 


The complication at Washington over 


the tariff bill has suddenly become in- 
tensely interesting. The situation, too, 
Laa undergone a striking chimge. When 
it became apparent that the conference 
committee could not agree there seemed 
to be but one question: Would the house 
consent to the passage of the Gorman- 
Itrice bill? On every hand it was said 
that the senate would never adopt the 
Wilson bill Tlie situation in this regard 
was wt'll chara'-'tt-meil ity ihe rtmark at- 
tributed to Gorman, who is reported to 
have said in effect that it must bathe 
amended senate bill or the McKinley 
law. The only apparent problem then, 
was whether the house would atveptthe 
senate amendments. 


But ih« exciting and dramatic occur- 


rences yesterday not only changed but 
absolutely reversed the situation. It ia 
now no longer a question whether the 
house will yield u> the senate, but 
whellftr the senate will surrender to the 
house. The attitude assumed by the 
liouee leaves no middle ground. There 
seems to bu no probability, if, indeed, 
any possibility of a compiomise. As the 
matter now stands there ia hut one 
alternative; either the senate must pass 
the WiUon hill or there will be no tariff 
legislation this session. 01 course po- 
litical and parliamentary situations of 
this kind often change rapidly, and 
there may yet be a settlement, a com- 
promise, particularly if the senate acts 
with moderation and firmneea. 
But 


there in certainly nothing at present to 
warrant this expectation. 


Our Washington telegrams present 


full details of the remarkable proceed- 
ings in the house yesterday—proceed- 
ings which in one respect at least are 
without a precedent in the history of 
congiess. 


The enthusiastic reception accorded 


to Chairman Wilson by the Democratic 
members when he appeared for thepur- 
popp of announcing the absolute disa- 
greement of the conference committee 
was a sutlicifciit indication of the temper 
and purposes of the honae. The gag 
program was then promptly reported 
from the committee on rules, tlie pre- 
vious question was ordered, which al- 
lowed thirty minutes for debate. The 
Republicans were amused, and Reed 
merely putigested that the Democrats 
oughi. to have more time to express their 
opinions, whereupon he yielded to Tom 
Johnson, who immediately flushed the 
house. 
His attack upon Ihe sugar 


trust, and his declaration that there was 
little Choice between tlie McKinley bill 
and the Gornmn hilt ivus received with 
an enthusiastic burst of applause. 
But 


this WHS not more noticeable than Wil- 
son's speech alter the conference report 
was presented, ami the marked approval 
of the Democrats of his defiance of the 
pi-nate. The moat remarkable jioint in 
his spei-L-!i was that the house would 
never adjourn until relined sugar shall 
be placed on tho freo list. Then came 
tlie most intensely interesting if not the 
most dramatic incident of the day—the 
reading ui the desk of the letter from 
President Cleveland to Mr. Wilson. 


The contents of this letter, while im- 


portant, of course, in connection with 
the tariff issues, are yet of little conse- 
quence compared with the act of the 
President in thus attempting to influ- 
ence the action of congress upon a pend- 
ing measure. Il is one of the most ex- 
traordinary of the many extraordinary 
things that Mr. Cleveland has done. 
It 


will reopen the discussion of his uncon- 
stitutional encroachments upon 
the 


legislative power, which was precipi- 
tated by his open interference, with con- 
gress ia the matter of the repeal of the 
silver purchase act. 


The letter, however, is likely to lall 


flat. It is a ridiculous attempt to strad- 
dle the situation. 
While in his stiff and 


stilted style he argues earnestly for free 
raw material according to the program 
of the Wil?on bill, he pleads quite as 
earnestly for the sugar 8:hedule of the 
senate. It is not Hurpriaing that tue 
letter was received by the house in-dead 
silence, in view of the fact that the 
deliant declaration of Wiiaon that the 
house would nut adjourn until sugar 
would be placed on the free list had just 
been applauded to the echo. 


The action of the speaker in appoint- 


ing the same conferees after the house 
had adopted the motion to insist upon a 
disagreement to tli ft senate amendments 
in gross was out of tlie usual, but not 
without precedent. The whole procefd- 
ing simply signifies the determination of 
the house to stand b}' the Wilson bill as 
a whole. 


Will the senate surrender? That is 


the only question now. 


KNAUSCH AND GRAVES. 


An 
Sanders Alludes to Them 


Unpublished Letter. 


About March 10th of thia year Prof. 
f. A. Sanders wrote a letter to THE 


REPUHLICAN hi which he alludea to his 
ileal in the Wootton lands, and speaks 
of Knausch and Graves without men- 
tioning their names. This was before 
any inquiry had Iveen made for Woot- 
/jn, except probably by the hired man 
3n his place. It shows that, at that 
time, Profcasor Panders claimed that 
Knausch, Graves and Wootton were in 
Southern 
California, and 
from 
the 


wording of tho letter it seems that they 
!iad written to him about the danger of 
competition from Mexican fruit. 


The Jirtt paragraph of his letter to 


this paper is aa follows: 


"My associates in the scheme to raise 


citrus fruits near the line of Fresno and 
Tulare counties, at the edge of the 
Sierra foothills, have been in Southern 
California for the past forty days, ex- 
amining matters connected with citrus 
culture. They are thoroughly scared as 
;o the prosiw.ia lor free Mexican fruits, 
ind they ask that I will add my drop to 
-he-ocean of public sentiment by secur- 
ing the re publication of the enclosed 
[rom the 8:111 Francisro Call of .Novem- 
ber 2,1SS4, The same was published in 
;he daily Chronicle of the preceding 
day." 


I fere follows a half column of reprint 


'rom the San Francisco Call, which was 
written by Professor Sanders at that 
,ime—1SH4—on the evils of allowing 
Mexican fruits to come in free. 


But the chief point in the letter is 


;hat, about March 10th, or not far from 
Jiat date, Profesaur Sanders claimed, 
.he same aa he claimed at the time of 


trial, that Wo aton and the others 


were in Southern California looking at 
citrus orchards. But, in bis trial, noth- 
ing was ever said of any letter received 
from Knausch or Wootton, expressing 
-heir fears of Mexican fruit, and asking 
Sanders to write for the oresa on the 
subject. It is not staled what became 
of that letter. Detectives and officers 
who searched his oll'ire, and found so 


.ny other letters, failed to find this 


one. 


He eays they had b«-en in the south 


'the past forty days." They disappeared 
January 31st, and forty days would 
place it al»ut March 10th. This waa 
,hree daya before Sanders, according to 
lis own statement, went to Mojave to 
meet Knausch, anil herame frightened 
at the murderous look in the eye of 
1 raves, and tied on a freight train for 
Lome.

existence of wrong that should be abol- 
ished, else there were no necessity for 
the manifestation a of resistance us ex- 
emplified in the present railway difli- 
culty.

experience a change, and the change 
should necessitate u surrender of a por- 
tion of Its comforts for the general wet- 
fare.

secured 
to them by letters patent 


whenever they attempt to oppress their 
employes. The withdrawal of govern- 
ment protection from monopolies hold- 
ing valuable patents like the Pullman 
company would soon settle all diffi- 
culties where they were used to oppress 
by giving the public access to all the 
rights enjoyvd under the monopoly. 
This wouM forever settle the question of 
all strikes, as monopoly would not dare 
take the risk of losing its franchise and 
all of ita business, which it would do 
when injustice was proved apainst it.

It was a big circus for the 
metropolis while it lasted, filling all the 
hotels, loduiiiu houses and restaurants 
and creating >iuite a boom lit various 
kinds of small business, but all the 
money that went to swell the receipts of 
these institutions was drawn from the 
interior. The fair attracted no visitors 
worth spcakiug of from distant com- 
munities. Besides the help to outside 
business, and in addition to what the 
sideshows take away, the management 
rinds ..itself with a surplus on hand of 
something 
like 
$200,000, 
which 


will 
of 
course 
be 
devoted 
to 


some public use in Sau Francisco. 


The fair cost this county directly 


about $14,000 and indirectly about live 
times that amount. The interior press 
is displaying great hindsight at present 
in recognizing this drain, now that it is 
al! over. About six months ayo one of 
the San Francisco papers asked for and 
received an expression of opinion from 
the country editors on the subject, and 
all but three of them thought the enter- 
prise would be a great thing for Califor- 
nia. They should procure a copy of the 
paper in which they expressed them- 
selves and read over what they said. It 
might serve aa a guide for the future 
should they ever again be called upon 
to go off half-cocked in a matter so di- 
rectly affecting the local communities in 
which they live and thrive aud have 
their beiug, as against some scheme 
batched in the metropolis for the benefit 
of the metropolis.

from the interior to San Francisco, but 
what ever comes to the interior from 
San Francisco? Nothing but the travel- 
ing man with his sample cases.

CELESTIAL LOTTERIES. 


Chinese Do a Thriving Business on 


a Small Scale-. 


There are a number of Chinamen who 


seem to do little el«e than walk about 
the streets of Fresno selling lottery 
tickets for their drawings, which do not 
occur monthly, as the white man's 
usually do, but daily, and even, as many 
as four times a day. So far as Fresno is 
concerned, the business seems to have 
grown up here quite recent]}', until non- 
it is 110 longer small. 


Those who have not taken the pains 


to acquaint themselves with the peculiar 
machinery of a Chinese lottery ticket 
would EC« little system and less sense in 
it. 
But there are many experts in 


Fresno among the white population 
who can tell all about it, and who con- 
sider themselves able to look out for 
themselves anywhere, and among the 
sharpest of Chinese lottery men. 


The purchasers of tickets are not al* 


.owed in the rooms where tlie drawings 
are going on, but simply know the re- 
sults at the close. The tickets are 
square bits of paper on which appear 85 
Chinese characters, 5 iu the middle row 
and 40 on either side of them. These 
the purchaser marks with an ink brush, 
marking out 10 numbers if it is an ordi- 
nary ticket, aud when the returns from 
the drawing come in if 5 of the marked 
spots on his ticket correspond with the 
mmilKTB marked out in the drawing the 
holder of the ticket doubles his money, 
aud if more than 5 tally he receives 
larger prizes. 
An ordinary ten-cent 


ticket, if 6 spots correspond with the 
drawing, wins 20 cents; if (J spots, $2; 1 
6puts, $20; 8 spots, $100; 9 spots, $300; 
and if all ten spots tally the holder se- 
cures $450. These are the smallest 
tickets sold, and others, ranging up to 
$1 each, win greater sums in propor- 
tion. 


The tickets just referred to are called 


"straight" tickets, but another kind 
called a "way ticket," is sold, which, 
though costing more, does not win any 
more money, though it jgives the holder 
greater chances for winning something. 
Besides marking off the numbers on the 
ticket, the holder draws lines on it 
dividing it into four sections, and marks 
off more numbers than on the straight 
ticket. When the drawing is over he 
takes the ticket,and, beginning with the 
numbers in the upper right-hand sec- 
tion, may select the numbers from any 
of the other sections that, if added to 
these, will make a nrize number. 
This 


(jives a greater opportunity for getting 
hve or more of the numbers named iu 
the drawings. 


So far as anybody can tell the draw- 


ings are conducted as honestly as those 
of white people. At any rate, no one 
has ever made any kick against their 
dishonesty here in Fresno. But, like 
all other lotteries, thoae who tackle 
them generally get left. A few win, 
and they serve as a constant bait. for 
others.

Self KlMitct Dt-miuid* Thut the tiiituti 


Stutcs Simula AlmiKiLtc It. 


Senator Turpie introduced a joint res- 


olution declaring that it is no longer to 
tho interest o£ tho United States to con- 
tinuo tho treaty ratified with Russia last 
April and that notice shall bo given 
to tho emperor tlmt the treaty .shall ev- 
pirn :if the end of six mouths, thu term 
pro-scribtnl iu its tt'xt to prucedi; imlliH- 
t-atinn by eitlior ?igii(;r. 


Tlio immediate cause of thu introduc- 


tion of the resolution is refusnl hy Ilus- 
siu to permit American citizens of He- 
brew faith to travel or sojourn in that 
country. 
Wo cannot tolerate this as 


gumption by an ab-soluto despotism of 
tho right to iliscriiiiiunto among Ameri- 
can citizens to the advantage- of sorno 
and the injury of others. 


There arc clauses in the treaty which 


should have rendered it obnoxious to 
the senate and executive of the United 
States, who ought not to have approved 
it. 
It was approved under the illusion 


that, in the Boring soa. controversy, tlien 
unsettled,ratification of tliu treaty would 
iiibure for na at Washington Knssirm 
friendship desirable iu tho adjudication 
of the fishuries question. 


No mutter what the fallacy under 


which its ratification was effected it was 
offensive to tho people of tho United 
States, who did not submit to it tho more 
willingly bocauso of au implied but im- 
proper aud irrelevant argument or con- 
sideration for ite ratification. Wo gam- 
ed nothing »t Paris by the treaty.

wereiiot entitled to gainauythiugbyit. 


So long as Russia continues au ab- 


solute despotism, so long as human 
rights in that country are utterly at 
the nitTcy uf official caprico in tho high- 
est ranks and stihjrct to tho corruption 
or iiiiilice of officialdom in tho lower 
phuios, it ill bt'coint'S a free peoples to 
enter into any compaOt beneficial to 
Rnfsia and discredit able to thu institu- 
tions of democracy. 


.Russia- has treated us with open con- 


tempt in violating the articles of the 
treaty guaranteeing to all American 
citizens equal rights within her domain. 
As she has herself broken an essential 
part of tbo treaty, it is demaudod by 


respect that t!io United States shall 


abrogate the instrument altogether aud 
without delay.—Chicago Herald.

The sense of tht 
meeting was that, inasmuch as the hii* 
iiiesa is as yet only purity complete, anr 
as many dump's must yet be made be- 
fore it can be in shape for action, it is 
best that fo-ne of the figures and esti 
mates l>e not given out tor publication-, 
but, in due tiine, a full re{iort of all that 
is rontemplaU'd will be timdo public. In 
tlie mean time a few facte and esti- 
mates are obtained which ra!ate to the 
work to he done, the size of tlie canal 
and something of the estimated cost, 
The?e matin-.-* havii been pppi-ulatcd 
on and guessed at for months past, 
both in and out of the papers. 


From Fresno to the Fresno slough tht 


distance will be from twenty-five to 
thirty miles, depending on what point 
is to "be reached. 
Uut considering Unit 


it will be twenty-sis miles, the follow- 
ing is the summary ot the amount o;

Total amount of cubit 
yards, 137,534,860; cist per cubic yard 
to excavate, S cents; total tost of iuov- 
ing earth, ?110,0^7.SS; total amount o! 
lumber for locks and culverts, 830.000 
square feet, at ?22 per thousand, $;S200 ; 
labor and other incidentals, $7000; sur- 
vey and expenses, ?3000; total cost of 
construction of cnnal to below Miller &. 
Lui dam, $188,227.SS. 


These estimates of lumber are based 


on Jocks built of the best Santa Cruz 
red wood, 101) feet in length and 18 feet 
In width, which will admit of a bout 85 
reet in length and 1-5 feet in width. 


Surveys heretofore inside, for railroads 


and other purposes, have shoun that 
be full between Fresno and Fresno 
slough is about 125 feet. 


The land through which most of the 


canal will pass is of red sandy loam, 
with a mixture of clay. This is an easy 
material to move and is one of the best 
soils that can be had to construct n 


. costing on an average from 5 


to 7 cents per cubic yard to excavate it. 


When a canal ib once built, settled 


and sodded over with various kinds of 
water grass, it will give very little if tiny 
[rouble thereafter. As the waves caused 
by a boat going through the water al- 
ways strike above the water line, aud 
.11 vegetation with a few exceptions 
grows down to the general water tine 


nd extends its roots downward, it 
Drms a protection tc the sides of the 
canal. This iduayg results where water 
stands any great Migth of time, and es- 
pecially where it hap little if any veloc- 
ty. The same is apt lo follow with a 
canal constructed for navigation pur- 


ises. 
A canal of this kind should not be 


given over one-tenth of a foot fall per 
mile, aud with this fall the water in the 
canal would have very little velocity. 


Underlying this 
soil at a depth 


varying from five to ten feet is a red 
porous hard pan, which generally re- 
quires blasting out at an expense of 
from 20 to 30 cents per cubic yard, 
whenever it Incomes necessary to re- 
move it from the canal. 


Soundings have been taken with a 


steel bar throughout the entire distance 
of the surrey, whenever there were per- 
ceived any indications of hard pan. 
It 


was found that no hard pan was closer 
than five feet of the surface, excepting 
in very few places and for short dis- 
tances. 


Throughout the country where it is 


supposed the canal will pass the water 
stands at a depth of from one to eisrht.

L. A. Winchcll's Long Experience 


and Many Discoveries. 


L. A. Winchell and two or three oth- 


ers will start iu a day or two for a pros- 
pecting tour toward the headwaters of 
the San Joaquin. They will make their 
headquarters at the warm springe at 
tho Blaney meadows, fiftj--five miles be- 
yond Pine Kidge. 


Mr. Winchell is one of the finest 


mountaineers in California, and 
for 


that matter, it would be a difficult 
thing to find his superior anywhere. 
Since he was 10 years old lie has gone 
almost every year into the Sierra Ne- 
vadas, and 
been the discoverer of 


many a rare and interesting locality, 
and has made hiu way where no other 
111:111 had ever gone. lie was the dis- 
coverer of the lake which is a common 
nurce of Kings river and the San Joa- 
,uin, aud which lied in a granite pla- 
teau 13,000 feet above the sea, nestled 
in a basin at the base of Camera peak, 
and with eternal snow for its tuuika, the 
snow being even in midsummer as 
much as sixty feet deep in places. Thia 
lake was afterwards visited and pboto- 
•— iiphnl by .f. K. liijrgs.. 


Mr. Winchell has also the proud dis- 


tinction of being tlie tirst person who 
ever reached the summit of MmintUod- 


il. Hi; succeeded iificr Whitney had 


failed. 
He built H small monument of 


slate on the highest pinnacle, and it is 
there to this day. 


Mr. VVinchell knows every trail of the 


mountains, and he is never tired of 
seeking new wonders and new heautiea 
beyond ttie reai:h of all trails.
